ROME. March 33—A foreign min­ 
istry spokesman said today Italy 
has flatly rejected Yugoslavia's of­ 
fer to swap Trieste for the Italian 
City of Gorlaia. 
The Western allies proposed the 
return of the Free Territory of 
Trieste to Italy last Saturday Yug­ 
oslavia countered yesterday with an 
offer to relinquish her claims on 
Trieste if Italy will give up Gor 
izia, to the north. 
The spokesman said: 
"It is clear that Italy cannot ac­ 
cept the separation of a part of 
Italian flesh bartered for another 
part of Iiallan flesh." 
The Italian answer came only a 
few hours after great throngs roar­ 
ing ’ Viva Trieste" welcomed Prem­ 
ier Alclde De Gaspert and Foreign 
Minister Count Carlo Stores back 
to Rome.
